Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Matssuzaki does not 
teach a first transmitter for transmitting information to at least one information processing apparatus and a first receiver for receiving 
information from the at least one information processing apparatus in response to the information previously sent (page 3 of applicant's 
remarks). Figure 2, reference number 24 of Matsuzaki is the server interface, which connects the server (master information processing 
apparatus) to the terminal (information processing apparatus). In figure 3, reference number 254 is connected to 255, which has output 
to 251/252 and the server interface 24; reference number 254 is also connected to 255, which has input from the server interface 24. 
This shows that the discount info storing portion 254 has communications paths both to and from the terminal 3. 
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
